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A Word About the 


Art of Enameling 

















HEN vessels made from metal or fired 
earth were first coated with a vitre- 
ous enamel substance, it was done pri- 
marily to protect them in wear or 1n con- 
tact with fluids from oxidization. By col- 
oring the substance, attractive effects were 
produced, and finally these became the 
main object and thus arose what is known 
as enamel painting 
lhe ancient Egyptians were already ta- 
miliar with the use of enamel tor this pur-

pose, but the art did not begin to flourish 
until the l6th century in Byzantium. The 
earlier works produced at this point did 
not display any great artistic merit, 1f we, 
perhaps, except the tew and not particu- 
larly durable specimens the Greek gold- 
smiths have left us. Most of the Roman 
and Celtic enamels consisted chiefly of 
millifiort glass that was poured on to 
metal. 

Some are of the opinion that the art of 
enameling is of Oriental origin, but this 
does not take into consideration that it was 
known for ages past in Persia, says W. 
Waldau in Die Goldschmidekunst. At any 
rate, there is no question as to Byzantium 
being the cradle of the art in Europe and 
that the wonderful enamels that the ninth, 
10th and 11th centuries produced induced 
many in the East as well as in the West, 
to attempt to produce the same. The art 
is said to have been brought to Germany 


when the Byzantine princess, Theophano, 
married the emperor, Otto II, and brought 
many skilled work people with her in her 
train to Speyer, who there practised their 
trade and taught others. From the Mo- 
selle, monks took the secrets of the art t 
Limoges, where, towards the end of the 
l2th century, the famous industry of this 
city flourished. 

Italy learned enameling directly from the 


yzantines, just as she had in the same 


manner adopted painting, and the same 
may probably be said of the Slavs and the 
tlungarians, who produced a _ particularly 
beautiful stvle of wire enameling. The 
oldest Chinese enamels known to us and

which date from about the year 1350, were 
possibly produced by the pupils of artists, 
who were taken East by the Mongolians, 
perhaps from Persia, which at the period 
certainly practised the art—only the an- 
tiquity of the Persian enamels is in doubt— 
and whence India at an even later date 
doubtless imported it. 

Perfect certainty on the subject is not 
established and it would, in any event, not 
be right to indulge here in suppositions 
that cannot be confirmed. At any rate, it 


was in the early Middle Ages in Byzan- 
tium, in the later in Limoges, and in China, 
Japan and India in the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies when the art flourished and the pro- 
ductions that were created there, or under 
influences proceeding from those localities, 
are probably the the only ones that count.

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LESSON VII. 
LUSTER AND OTHER REFLECTION EFFECTS 


Y the term luster we reter to the man- 
ner and degree in which light 1s re 
fected from the surface of a material. Surt- 
aces of the same material, but of varying 
degrees of smoothness, would of course 
vary in the vividness of their luster, but the 
type of variation that may be made use ot 
to help distinguish gems depends upon the 
character of the material more than upon 
the degree of smoothness of its surface. 
Just as silk has so typical a luster that we 
speak of it as silky luster, and just as pearl 
has a pearly luster so certain gems have 
peculiar and characteristic luster. The dia- 
mond gives us a good example. Most dia- 
mond dealers distinguish between real and 
imitation diamonds at a glance by the 
character of the luster. That is the chiet 
and ‘perhaps the only property that they 
rely upon for deciding the genuineness of 
a diamond, and they are fairly sate in so 
doing, for with the exception of certain 
artificially decolorized zircons, no gem 
stone 1S likely to deceive one who 1s 
familiar with the luster of the diamond. 
It is not to be denied that a fine white 
zircon when finely cut may deceive even 
one who is familiar with diamonds. The 
author has fooled many diamond experts 
with an especially fine zircon, for the luster 
of zircon does approach, though it hardly 
equals, that of the diamond. Rough zir- 
cons are frequently mistaken for diamonds 
by diamond prospectors and even by 
pickers in the mines, so that some care 
should be exercised in any suspicious case 
not to rely solely on the luster. How- 
ever, 1n most cases in the trade there is 
almost no chance ot the unexpected pres 
ence of a zircon and the luster test 1s 
sufficient to distinguish the dhia-

doubling of the back lines may be seen.) 

The luster of a diamond is called ada- 
mantine (which merely uses a Greek name 
for the stone itself). It is keen and cold 
and glittering, having a metallic suggestion. 
A very large per cent. of the light that 
falls upon the surface of a diamond at any 
low angle is reflected, hence the keenness 
of its luster. If a diamond and some other 
white stone, say a white sapphire, are held 
so as to reflect images of an incandescent 
light at the same time into the eye of the 
observer such a direct comparison will 
serve to show that much more light comes 
to the eye from the diamond surface than 
from the sapphire surface. The image of 
the light filament as seen from the dlia- 
mond is much keener than as seen from 
the sapphire. The same disparity would 
exist between diamond and almost any 
other stone. Zircon comes nearest to hav- 
ing adamantine luster of any of the other 
gems. The green garnet that is called 
“olivine” in the trade also approaches dia- 


mond in luster, hence the name “deman- 
toid,”’ or diamond like, sometimes applied 
to it. 

The other stones nearly all have what is 
called vitreous luster (literally, glass like), 
yet owing to differences ot hardness, and 
consequent minute differences in fineness 
of surface finish, the keenness of this 
vitreous luster varies slightly in different 
stones and a trained eye can obtain clues 
to the identity of certain stones by means 
of a consideration of the luster. Garnets, 
for example, being harder than glass, take 
a keener polish and a glance at a doublet 
(ot which the hard top is usually garnet 
and the base of glass) will show that the 
light is better reflected from the garnet 
part of the top slope than from the glass 
part. This use of luster affords the quick- 
est and surest means of detecting a doublet. 
One can even tell a doublet inside a show 
window, although the observer be outside 
on the sidewalk, by moving to a position 
such that a reflection from the top slope 
of the stone is to be had. When a doubfet 
has a complete garnet top no such direct 
comparison can be had, but by viewing first 
the top luster and then the back luster in 
rapid succession one can tell whether or 
not he has a doublet in hand. 

Certain stones, notably the peridot (or 
chrysolite) and the FTlessonite (or cinna- 
mon stone) have an oily luster. This is 
possibly due to reflection of light that has 
penetrated the surface slightly and then 
been reflected from disturbed layers be- 
neath the surface. At any rate, the dif- 
ference in luster may be made use of by 
those who have trained their eyes to appre- 
ciate it. Much practice will be needed be- 
fore one can expect to tell at a glance 
when he has a peridot (or chrysolite) by 
the luster alone, but it will pay to spend 
some spare time in studying the luster of 
the various stones. 

A true, or “precious” topaz, for example, 
may be compared with a yellow quartz 
topaz and, owing to the greater hardness 
of the true topaz, it will be noted that it 
has a slightly keener luster than the other 
stone, although both have vitreous luster. 
Similarly the corundum gems (ruby and 
sapphire) being even harder than true 
topaz, take a splendid surface finish and 
have a very keen vitreous luster. 

Turquoise has a dull waxy luster, due to 
its slight hardness. Malachite, although 
soft, has, perhaps because of its opacity, 
a keen and sometimes almost metallic 
luster. 

As one may note the luster of a stone 
rapidly and without apparatus and without 
damage to the stone, we have thus a test 
to add to our other tests, and while it is 
not conclusive except in a very few cases, 
it will supplement and serve to confirm 
other tests—or perhaps, if used at first, will 
suggest what other tests to apply. 

Another optical effect that serves to dis- 
tinguish certain stones depends upon the 
reflection of light from within the material 
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due to a certain lack of homogeneity in the 
substance. 

Thus the opal is distinguished by the 
prismatic colors that emerge from it owing 
to the effect of thin layers of material of 
slightly different density, and hence of 
different refractive index from the rest of 
the material. These thin films act much 
as soap bubble films do, to interfere with 
light of certain wave lengths, but to re- 
flect certain other wave lengths and hence 
certain colors. 

Again, in some sapphires and rubies are 
found minute, probably hollow. tube-like 
cavities arranged in three sets in the same 
positions as the transverse axes of the 
hexagonal crystal. These tubes, or rather 
their surfaces, reflect light so as to produce 
a six-pointed star effect, especially when 
the stone is properly cut to a high round 
cabochon form, whose base is parallel to 
the successive layers of tubes. 

In the moonstone we have another sort 
of effect, this time due to the presence of 
hosts of small twin crystal layers that re- 
lect light so as to produce a sort of moon- 
light-on-the-water appearance within the 
stone when the latter is properly cut with 
the layers of twin crystals parallel to its 
base. Ceylon cut moonstones are frequent- 
ly cut to save weight, and in such a case 
may have to be recut to properly place the 
layers so that the effect may be seen equal- 
ly over all parts of the stone as set. 

Cats’ eyes and tigers’ eves owe their 
peculiar appearance to the presence within 
them of many fine parallel silky fibers. The 
quartz catseye was once an asbestos-like 
mineral whose soft fibers were replaced by 
quartz in solution, and the latter, while 
giving its hardness to the new mineral, also 
took up the fibrous arrangement of the 
original material. The true chrysoberyl 
catseye also has a somewhat similar fibrous 
or perhaps tubular structure. Such stones, 
when cut en cabochon, show a thin sharp 
line of lhght running across the center of 
the stone (when properly cut with the 
base parallel to the fibers). This is due to 
reflection of light from the surfaces of the 
parallel fibers. The line of light runs 
perpendicularly to the fibers. 

In these cases (opals, star stones, moon- 
stones and catseyes) the individual stone 
is usually easily distinguished from other 
kinds of stones by its peculiar behavior 
towards light. However, it must be re- 
membered that other species than corun- 
dum furnish star stones (amethyst and 
other varieties of quartz for example), so 
that it does not follow that any star stone 
is a corundum gem. Also the more val- 
uable chrysoberyl catseye may be confused 
with the cheaper quartz catseye unless one 
is well acquainted with the respective ap- 
pearances of the two varieties. Whenever 
there is any doubt other tests should be 
applied.

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EXPORT SUGGESTIONS 


Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
Issues Booklet Giving Information 
on Foreign Trade. 


The demand for information on foreign 
rade subjects has led to the publication of 


a book of practical suggestions by the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, Department of Commerce. These 
suggestions are not concerned with the 


sale of any particular lines of goods in 
foreign markets, but with the vexing prob- 
lems which contront exporters. 

The much-discussed question of extend- 
ing credits to foreign buyers is gone into 
at considerable length in the bulletin, as 
there seems to be a disposition on the part 
ot American exporters to regard as per- 
manent the present short-term and cash 
business with countries that previously de- 
manded long credits. A special warning 
on this subject is directed at manufactur- 
ers who prefer to do their foreign business 
direct: “Foreign buyers who are willing 
to pay you cash now—especially is this 
true of European buyers—will not do so 
atter the present extraordinary conditions 
have ceased to exist. You must face the 
fact that if you intend to do a direct ex- 
port business you must be prepared to 
finance your shipments at 90 days’ sight 
or longer. This statement does not mean 
that you can do an export business on any 
other It means that if you want 
your money in advance or cash at sea- 
board you must do business through a 
middleman. 

The absurdity, under present conditions, 
of turning over Latin-American business 
to representatives of European concerns 
without a guarantee of continued repre- 
sentation when the war is over is pointed 


basis. 


out. <A striking example is cited in con- 
nection with the sale of stearic acid in 
Central America. This product was for- 


merly supplied in considerable quantities, 
but some years ago a European house 
put a permianent representative in the field 
and captured practically the entire trade. 
The war made it impossible to fill orders 
from the home plant, so the agent has 
been buying in the United States. Some 
American firm is doubtless congratulating 
itself on the profitable business it is doing, 
not realizing that it is merely assisting a 
foreign competitor to hold together his 
customers until the war is over. 

There is a wealth of similar practical in- 
formation in the bulletin, under the fol- 
lowing headings: Export Policies, Repre- 
sentatives and Agencies, Finances and 
Credit, Quotations, Postal Service, Cor- 
respondence and Translations, Co-opera- 
tion with Consuls, Packing, Advertising, 
and General Trade Extension. Contribu- 
tions are included from consuls, commer- 
cial attaches, traveling special agents, from 
special agents in charge of district offices 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, and from Dr. E. E. Pratt, chief 
of the bureau.

Trade Suggestions,” Miscellaneous Series 
No. 35, and it contains 141 pages.

The Second Day 


On Friday morning, leaving the hotel at 
9 a. M. in automobiles, members and their 
families, comprising in all about 75 per- 
sons, visited Universal City, a town of 
several thousand population built and occu- 
pied exclusively by moving picture people. 
Special entertainment was prepared for 
them and they were very cordially received. 
Pictures of the party were taken, and the 
methods of carrying on the wonderful 1n- 
dustry were explained at length. All the 
visitors expressed themselves as greatly 
pleased. 

The afternoon session of Friday was 
called to order by Vice-President L. 5. 
Nordlinger at 2.30. Under the head of 
unfinished business the report of the com- 
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mittee on co-operative advertising was 
calied for. Mr. Brock said it was decided 
best not to take up this subject, for the 
reason that the national association has it 
under consideration. Some discussion otf 
the general subject of advertising followed, 
however. 

Mr. Brock referred to the tormer prac- 
tice in Los Angeles of confining the time 
of advertising practically to the holiday 
season and early June, and questioned 
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\BRAMSON, CHAIRMAN OF LOS ANGELES 
COM MITTEE, 


whether it would not be well to revert to 
that custom. Mr. Radke and Mr. Sorensen 
tollowed Mr. Brock. The latter urged the 
advisability of advertising at Easter also. 
He felt that the jewelers were losing by 
not doing so. He had tried it successfully 
and intended to continue to do so. He 
approved of co-operative advertising and 
was perfectly willing to pool with others. 

Julius A. Young said the jewelers of 
Oakland were ready to engage in co-opera- 
tive advertising as soon as those in San 
Francisco would do so. 

William Scheppler, San Francisco, spoke 
of the pronounced success resulting from 
co-operative advertising by florists at 
Kaster time. 

On motion the report was received and 
filed. 

Secretary Dailey then read a telegram 
from President George Lewis, in New 
York, expressing his warm friendship for 
the association and sincere regret that he 
was not able to be present. The reading 
of the message was followed by enthusi- 
astic applause. 

A. B. C. Dohrman, San Francisco, was 
then called upon. He began by referring 
to the birth of the association six years 
ago, at which he was present. He amused 
his hearers with his references to the anti- 
pathies existing among the few who re- 
sponded to the call for the meeting at that 
time, and made a striking comparison of 
the relations existing among jewelers at 
that time with those manifested in the 
present meeting, when all were working to- 
gether in harmony and mutual helpfulness. 
Continuing, he spoke of the percentage of 
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cost of doing business not only among 
jewelers, but in grocery, dry goods and 
other lines, and discussed the relative ad- 
vantages of straight salaries and percentage 
allowances on sales in the payment of sales- 
men. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Brock, 
Mr. Dohrman said the percentage method 
of paying salaries had been found success- 
ful in the dry goods business, and Mr. 
Brock mentioned jewelry concerns in the 
east where this system was successful, the 
heads ot departments being paid fixed 
salaries, while the salesmen were given 
minimum salaries, with a percentage allow- 
ance on the amount of sales made by them. 

George E. Feagans moved a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Dohrman, and it was given 
unanimously and with much enthusiasm. 
Montgomery said his firm,

problem of allowing percentages 20 years 
ago. The great diffculty encountered arose 
from the fact of the different values in 
different departments, as for example, be- 
tween the goods sold in the diamond de- 
partment and those in the novelty depart- 
ment. 

After some further discussion Mr. Brock 
suggested that the subject of salaries and 
expenses generally be taken up by the 
executive committee, and reported upon at 
the next annual meeting. He followed this 
by the suggestion that a number of con- 
cerns represented send to the committee 
statements of their costs for selling mer- 
chandise. This was modified so as to make 
a single individual the recipient of the re- 
ports, which are to be kept by him in con- 
fidence, and only tabulated results without 
names reported to association members. 
The individual reports are to be made on 
six departments as follows: (1) diamonds; 
(2) watches; (3) silver and specialties; 
(4) jewelry and novelties; (5) watch re- 
pairing; (6) jewelry repairing. 

C. W. Ernsting, San Diego, was ap- 
plauded as he was called upon to address 
the convention. He spoke extemporane- 
ously, and expressed his appreciation of the 
honor of being asked to speak. Proceed- 
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ing with his subject he spoke of efficiency 
in business, especially by means of syste- 
matic accounts. He presented a form he 
had prepared, and read from reports and 
forms prepared by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, and suggested that his _ fellow- 
members procure copies of these forms. 
In this day, he said, the jeweler must per- 
fect himself in his business methods. Such 
methods would give him better standing 
with the banks, and would be otherwise 
beneficial. 

Friday evening was given to the hearing 
of addresses by three efhciency experts en- 
gaged for the purpose by the local com- 
mittee on speakers. Dr. Herbert Haywood, 
a student of psychology, gave a very en- 
tertaining and instructive talk. He de- 
voted himself to the subject of discover- 
ing latent mental faculties, training the 
memory, etc., and explained the latest 
scientific methods of measuring the capac- 
ity of the mind by the use of instruments, 
ere.

Montgomery read a paper on the problems 
of the jewelry business on the Pacific 
Coast and how to meet them. He spoke to 
the topic, “Business Conditions on the 
Pacific Coast Today in the Jewelry Busi- 
ness—A Few Suggestions as to How We 


May Meet Them.” He said: 


Appress BY JAMES A. MONTGOMERY. 


“Tt’s a sad confession to make, but some- 
how prosperity does not seem to be pres- 
ent in the jewelry business today as we 
once enjoyed it on this Coast. 

“Prosperity and advancement, as we 
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know it, is only to be found in the columns 
of our newspapers. We read much about 
its wonderful tidal wave in the east, and in 
many tavored sections—alas for us, it has 
not as yet crossed over the Rocky Moun- 
tains. Often we wonder why is it that it 
delays so long on the way. Is the cause a 
local one, or is it a general one? 

“In a personal way, our prosperity is 
dependent in a great degree upon the re- 
sults we obtain as profits from our busi- 
ness. If profits are satisfactory, we feel 
we are advancing; if profits fall to less 
than normal or disappear entirely, then 
discouragement arises. For some time the 
jewelry business seems to have had its full 
share of discouragement. Of course—do 
not misunderstand me—I am not pessi- 
mistic, | am optimistic in the largest de- 
gree. We must remember we are not

to be less pronounced today than in the 
days of the past. Our style of thought, our 
ways of living and even the home life 
present a changed condition of viewpoint. 
Personal pleasure seems to have taken 
possession of the minds of the people. 
Dress, in the desire for adornment of the 
person, the possession of handsome jewelry 
seems to have been largely laid aside by 
many for the present. There is not the 
demand for the higher-priced articles of 
jewelers’ merchandise today that we once 
were called upon to supply; we must face 


this condition. The question is, how can 


we meet it? 

“We must not forget that changes, too, 
have come into the business conditions of 
our community and all over the world, gen- 
erally. The income of all classes of so- 
ciety is, to some extent, affected by the 
fluctuations and disarrangements that to- 
day are abroad in our land. We must all 
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pay the price that these shifting conditions 
demand from each individual. 

“Each one of us has a personal interest 
in these matters. The great question is— 
How are we to meet these conditions in the 
safest and best way? As jewelers and 
business men we are trying to make his- 
tory that will enable us to establish condi- 
tions that are helpful and beneficial to the 
interests of our trade. The frank, full dis- 
cussions of trade matters in this convention 
during the past two days has brought out 
many helpful ideas—it has been a splendid 
uplift to all of us. I trust we will go home 
made stronger and better prepared to meet 
the conditions of our separate interests by 
the splendid help we have received here at 
this convention. 

“We are distributors of merchandise of 
high quality; we are engaged in a business 
of great, financial risk; we cannot conceive 
the idea that consumers of our merchandise 
are unwilling to give us that to which we 
are entitled, a fair remuneration for our 
capital and our labor, according to our com- 
petitive ability. Frankly, I believe that we 
all are carrying stocks of goods too large 
in amount for our ability to profitably mer- 
chandise them and face too high overhead 
expenses tor the value of business we are 
able to secure 
‘lt am credibly informed that the aver- 
age net cost ot doing business in our line 
last year in California was fully 30 per 
cent. on the amount oft business done. Tak- 
ng the State as a whole and striking an 
iverage, granted that this is a fair aver- 
age, do you know that the average jewelry 
business turns its stock less often than any 


business? It has the 


other line of retail 
ighest. but one. percentage of expenses in 
conducting its business. 

‘The jeweler has a ‘turnover’ of only 
ne to one and one half times a vear, the 
lowest of any retail line. The grocer has 
10 turnovers, the department store seven, 
the drug store tour, even the furniture 
iree. this means that for every 
$1,000 invested in stock, the Oorocer can do 
an annual business of $10,000, while the 
jeweler can do only $1,500. The grocery 
store is not a fair comparison, perhaps, 
but take the furniture store and the odds 
are two to one against the jeweler. 

“Ot every dollar received for merchan- 
dise it costs the jeweler nearly 12 cents for 
salary expense alone. On top of that he 
expends nearly 18 cents in general over- 
head, etc., so that before he looks for profit 
he must give up nearly 30 cents out of each 
dollar, leaving only 70 cents to pay the 
wholesaler and himself

ADDRESS OF JOSEPH MAZER. 


In his address on “What the National 
Association Is Doing,’ Joseph Mazer of 
McAlester, Okla., urged a stronger and 
larger organization in Texas. He said that 
not more than nine per cent. of the jewelers 
of Texas belong to the association. 

“Organization does not mean the sur- 
vival of the fittest,” he said. “It means the 
bringing up of the weak so they can sur- 
vive. In the city in which I| live there are

a great many coal miners, probably among 
the lowest type of workmen. One hundred 
per cent. ot them belong to an organization. 
The jeweler is believed to be an occupation 
of the highest type, and yet we can get 
only nine per cent. of the men of that oc- 
cupation to join the association.” 


ADDRESS OF BEN HAMMOND. 


Ben Hammond of San Antonio spoke on 
“Are You a Genuine or an Imitation Jew- 
eler?” “Until recently,’ he said, “the 
jewelers of San Antonio would barely 
speak to one another, but recently they had 
come to realize the value of organization.” 
Mr. Hammond said the jeweler should have 
honor in advertising. 

“The man who advertises he will sell a 
20-year case for $9.75 knows that his ad- 
vertisement is not true. Jewelers, above all 
others, should fulfill every statement he 
makes in his advertising. 

“The jewelers of San Antonio. spend 
more money in advertising than the jewel- 
ers of any city in the United States, with 
the exception of Chicago. During the hol- 
idays we publish half and full-page adver- 
tisements daily. We have been successful 
in getting the co-operation of the daily 
newspapers there. We have interested the 
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society editors and news writers in new 
Styles in jewelry the same as they are 
interested in the new styles of clothes. 
This was difficult at first, but the editors 
finally found new jewelry styles were an 
interesting source of news. The co-opera- 
tion has helped us wonderfully.” 

bk. C. Stamm of Corpus Christi discussed 
the auction jewelry sale, and the steps to be 
taken to combat the advertising put out 
by these sales. He said many cities are 
passing ordinances prohibiting auction 
sales, and that in Corpus Christi officials 
have taken the matter in hand, and will 
not permit them regardless of the legality 
ot their action. | 

Mr. Hammond said the jewelers of San 
Antonio are powerless to stop auction sales 
there, and that a State law will be neces- 
Sary betore this can be done 

Kdgar L. Pike said in Dallas the city is 
governed by a “home rule” bill, and that 
the city is getting ready to pass an ordi- 
nance, which will prohibit merchants from 
holding auction sales until they shail have 
been a bona fide merchant in the city for 
a period of one year. This will eliminate

GOLD PLATE AND TRADE MARKS, 


1. That in marking, stamping, branding, tagging, 
carding, packing, advertising of mounted articles, 
coming under the general designation of ‘‘Gold 
Plate,” the following terms only shall be used:

“Rolled Gold Plate,’’ which may be abbreviated as

(b) To any article unless it shall be accompanied 
by the trade mark of the maker, duly registered. 

4. It shall not be compulsory to stamp the quality 
on a rolled gold plate article, but, if such article 
bear any quality mark, such mark must correctly 
indicate the karat fineness of the gold, and tHe pro- 
portion of gold to the weight of the article.

I bought my wife a very hand- 
some one, the best I could get, and that 
one brooch has sold over $5,000 worth of 
brooches in the city where I live. It is a 
good business proposition for a jeweler to 
wear good jewelry.” 

“IT would be a fine fellow to try to sell 
hair grower to the other fellow, wouldn't 
I? It is the same way with jewelry.” 
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Mazer, as everybody knows, 1s a_ bald- 
headed man.

CHANGES IN AUGUSTA 


Big Fire Causes Many Jewelry Firms to Seek 
New Homes or Improve Present 
Quarters. 

\ucusta, Ga. May 17.—The big fire 
that raged in this city March 22 and 23 
has resulted in many changes in every 
line of business, and especially is its 
effect noticeable in the jewelry trade. 
The fire took as its toll 32 city blocks 
in the business section, as well as a large 
portion of the finest residential section, 
covering in all a total area of 118 acres 
ot land. 

\mong the fire sufferers were some 
of the prominent jewelers who lost every- 
thing in their homes. It is almost a 
miracle that none of the members otf 
the trade suffered any loss in their stores. 
\s a result of the conflagration, nearly 
all the jewelers in this city are about to 
make changes in location or improve- 
ments in present stores. 

William Schweigert & Co., 702 Broad 
St., had started to build new quarters on 


their lot at 846 Broad St. prior to the 
fre. The work is now nearly completed 
and every indication points to one of 


the finest jewelry stores in the south. 
The concern has occupied the present 
location for many years, and althoug!l 
several inquiries have been received fron 
business men outside of the trade, the 
old location 1s still being held in the 
hope that a jeweler may take it. 

The A, Ty. Renkl Co.’s store, which is 
located next to that of William Schweigert 
& Co., 1s also being moved to new quar- 
ters, one of the stores that will be buil 
in the middle of the 900 Block of Broa: 
St., which will be ready about Oct 
having been leased. ‘The store will be / 
feet long and 18 feet front with double 
windows. 

William O. White, who is now in a 
temporary location on 8th St., is en- 
larging his stand and making improve- 
ments to tacilitate the carrying on of 
his business. L. J. Schaul & Co., who 
were also in the 800 Block on Broad St., 
two doors below the Schweigert estab- 
lishment, are planning to erect a new 
front to their store. 

Louis Haimann & Co., who engaged 
in business less than a year ago at 968 
Broad =¢.. are also FoIng to move into 
larger quarters in the same block befor 
Oct. 1. They have not yet definitely de- 
cided on the location, although they have 
several in view. 

W. L. Embry, an opticiar, who also 
handles jewelry, and who is at present 
located at 222 Jackson St., is also looking 
tor a good location on Main St., and in 
fact there are but a few that have not 
already changed or are making plans for 
changing the location of their stores. 

The jewelry business in general so far 
as the trade 1s concerned has not been 


much affected by the fire.

In a general discussion on department 
selling jewelry and at cut prices, 
Mr. Green said: “The association does not 
approve of this. At the same time the 
public think we are robbing them—that we 
are the people who are making all the 
money, but this is not the case. We make 
only a fair profit and they make their profit 
on goods of other kinds.

MORNING ADDRESS OF JEAN R. TACK. 

From general appearances and by the pace set 
by the conventions already held this year associa- 
tion work in the jewelry line is going to leave a 
mark in history that will be hard to equal in the 
future. 

Of all the 16 State conventions held so far 
every one has been an inspiring and unqualified 
success.

1 know how I was benefited by asso- 
ciating with men I met at the meetings of the 
National Chamber of Commerce in Washington 
last February—that great gathering of heads of 
big concerns from every point of the compass. 
There were more than 800 delegates present, rep- 
resenting 300,000 merchants. We are represented 
there and have a voice in everything that is done. 
Such gatherings are bound to make one feel that 
the usefulness of every man there has been in- 
creased in some measure by his presence.

very nature of their business made them sus- 
picious, were kept after so persistently that they 
didn’t know when the blow might fall, so, like 
the Arab, they ‘‘folded their tents in the night 
and silently stol 


In our work we were assisted by our local ad 
vertising club. of which some of us are members. 
The plan of operation was for the jewelers to de- 
tect cases of violations, many of which came under 
the false advertising law, then the Advertising 
Men’s Club would make the complaint and we 


would act at the trial as experts to testify to the 
value of the merchandise, so you see there was 
no chance for the plea that our action was one of 
one business house in the same line against an- 
other and which might be regarded as business 
jealousy. In this way we were uniformly success- 
ful in our work, but in one case the swindler got 
the victim to take his money back and in that way 
came in possession of the goods and we had no 
evidence to present to the court, but he was given 
a reprimand and warned to mend his way, which 
apparently had a very good effect, for we never 
heard from him again. 

Another one of the men arrested put up $500 
cash bail and left the State one evening, never 
to return, leaving his money behind. But this is 
just as satisfactory to us gentlemen. We have no 
desire to put anyone in prison, all we are trying 
to do is to make these “fly-by-night” crooks 
understand that Jersey has a very unhealthy cli- 
mate for their kind and as long as they get out 
or keey away we are satisfied. 

“But unethical business methods are not exclu- 
sively confined to auction houses and ‘“‘fly-by-nights.”’ 
Sometimes the big department stores break out in 
a rash of deceit and we had occasion to go after 
one of our largest houses which persisted in ignor- 
ing our politely worded requests to cease misstate- 
ments of facts, until we took the matter to the 
judge of the higher court. Then the proprietor 
came to us with tears in his eyes, and said it was 
all a mistake of his advertising war. You see they 
couldn’t stand the publicity and they haven’t at- 
tempted to state false prices on jewelry service. 

Now I just want to say a few words about col- 
lective advertising. We have been using newspaper 
space for several seasons and we all feel that 
we more than get our money’s worth. We have 
used several styles of advertisements, some of these 
I have brought with me and will have copies of 
them for you to look over and adopt for your 
own use if you desire,

some of the tricks practiced, and offering to f 
nish the assistance of the ssociation and free 
legal help to prosecute anyone who violated any of 
the State or city laws.

When we bring these fellows before the court 
they say: ‘“‘Why we didn’t sell this movement 
for a new one, the man only paid $10 for the 
watch and he couldn’t expect to get a new Wal- 
tham watch for that. The watch is just as rep- 
resented—a Waltham.”’ 

Of course, the Court realized that the fellows 
were swindlers, but they knew just how far they 
could go without getting into jail and it took us 
two years of constant vigilance before they got 
tired out and vanished. 

Any of you who have similar conditions at home 
wil! benefit a great deal by driving such fakers 
out of town. Not alone the immediate and direct 
results that you will receive by increased business, 
but the publicity that such a campaign will bring 
you is worth all the time and labor you give to it.”

HEARING ON STEPHENS BILL 
Arguments on “QOne-Price-For-All-Measure 
to Be Given to Congressional Com- 
mittee May 30. 
WasuHincton, D. C., May 20.—The 
Stephens one price bill, now backed by 
the American Fair Trade League, and en- 
dorsed by most of State associations of 
the retail jewelry trade of the United 
States, will come up for a hearing in Con- 
oress before the Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee of the House of 
Representatives May 30 (Memorial Day), 
at 10 a. M. The hearing will be held in 
the room of the committee in the Capitol. 
Representative Dan. V. Stephens of 
Nebraska, the sponsor for the bill, has 
written Edward A. Whittier, secretary of 
the American Fair Trade League as fol- 

lows: 

“Tl have arranged for hearings on the 
Stephens bill beginning May 30 at 10 
o'clock A. M., and suggest that you arrange 
for having your witnesses ready to appear 
before the committee promptly on that 
date and hour. The committee will prob- 
ably want to conclude the hearings within 
two or three days, though no time limit has 
been set.”

JEWELERS’ 
JUDGMENT AFFIRMED 


Appellate Division Unanimously Holds That 
Finding in Favor of A. Paul & Co., for 
$2.867 Against Michael Kennedy 
Must Stand 

AtBANY, N. Y., May 20.—The appellate 
division, third department, has handed 
down a decision unanimously afhrming a 
judgment of $2,867 in favor of A. Paul & 
Co., Boston, against Michael J. Kennedy, 
a Schenectady retail jeweler, entered on 
the report of Marvin H. Strong, referee. 
The action was brought to recover the 
purchase price of jewelry sold and de- 
livered by the company to Kennedy be- 
tween Dec. 12, 1912 and Jan. 31, 1913. 
Kennedy contended the goods were bought 
under an agreement with the salesman by 
which any unsold goods might be returned 
to the company and credit allowed on the 
account. 

In February, 1914, Kennedy became ill 
and his brother, William Kennedy, an A\l- 
bany jeweler, took charge of the business 
and began an auction sale with the an- 
nouncement that the business was to be 
closed out. The brother packed up about 
$1,800 worth of goods and returned them. 
The company refused to accept them and 
sent a letter to Kennedy stating that the 
goods were his property, but it was re- 
turned unopened. Another letter was sent 
in a plain envelope demanding payment and 
threatening to sue if a check was not forth- 
coming. Kennedy refused to take the 
goods from the express office and after 
the Paul company had begun an action on 
the account they were levied on by the 
sheriff under a warrant of attachment. 

An examination of the goods was made 
by representatives of both parties and it 
was found only $260 worth had been bought 
under the return agreement. Kennedy 
contended he had _ bought goods of the 
company for 10 years, subject to the right 
to return unsalable stock and that the act 
of the salesman had been ratified by the 
company. The Paul company alleged its 
salesmen had no authority to make the 
agreement and that it had not expressly 
ratified his act. 

As the decision of the court was unani- 
mous no further appeal can be taken.

SMUGGLER IS PUNISHED 


Herman A. Russell Fined $2,000 and $9,000 
Worth of Jewelry Is Confiscated by 


the U. S. Government 


Newark, May 17.—Herman A. Russell, a 
jeweler of Chicago, who was convicted some 
time ago for having smuggled jewelry val- 
ued at $9,000 into this country, was fined 
yesterday by Judge Haight in the Newark 
branch of the United States District Court. 
On condition that Russell would not inter- 
pose any detense in the forfeiture proceed- 
ing brought by the Government to contfis- 
cate the smuggled jewelry, the Court stated 
that he would be allowed his treedom on 
the payment of a $2,000 fine. At the same 
time it was emphasized that the small 
amount of his fine was because of the fact 
that the Government was to have the $9,000 
worth of jewelry. 

Russell formerly conducted a jewelry 
store in Chicago. When he arrived in this 
country in June, 1914, aboard a North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamer in Hoboken, after a 
trip abroad, he was arrested and charged 
with smuggling jewelry. He was tried, and 
in April, 1915, was convicted in the local 
branch of the United States District Court. 

Julius Lichtenstein of Hoboken, counsel 
for Russell, served notice of an appeal, 
thereby delaying a settlement of the case. 
Last month the appeal was abandoned by 
the defendant, and he came to Newark last 
week for sentence. 








TO START EXCHANGE BUREAU 


Chicago 24-Karat Club Act on Plan to Help 
Jewelers Move Dead Stock 


Cuicaco, May 20.—A meeting of the 24- 
Karat Club of Chicago was held in the 
walnut room of the Hotel Sherman 
last night (May 19). Fifteen members were 
present, and all gave their various experi- 
ences on different topics. President Chas. 
I, Manahas was in the chair. The ques- 
tion of establishing an employment bureau 
for watch-makers, which bureau was au- 
thorized at the last State meeting as Cham- 
paign, was well discussed, and all present 
were heartily in favor of it. 

A plan for the exchange of merchandise 
between members was next discussed, and 
it was voted to establish such an exchange 
in charge of President Manahas, who will 
issue bulletins from time to time stating 
the kind of merchandise members are will- 
ing to either sell or exchange.

In the absence of any claim for its protection, 
under patent rights, it is difficult to avoid the 
conclusion that the plaintiff stands merely in the

Situation of any other member of the public who 


may choose to disregard supposed patent rights, 
and to ¢ pv and promote the sale of an article 
that was already before the public and upon the 
market before the plaintiff ads pted it. 

The proofs do not show whether, as a matter 
of tact, the detendant copied the article made by 
Bullard B m -% that made by the plaintiff, 
nor does this seem to be of importance, for in 


either event the article in design and _ structure 
must be considered an old article of manufacture, 
and both plaintiff and defendant as copyists. If 
plaintiff's and defendant’s articles are so similar 
that one may be mistaken for another, it seems 
also true that both are likely to be mistaken for 
articles previously manufactured by Bullard Bros. 
Co. 

I am unable to see that it was possible for the 
plaintiff, after Bullard Bros, Co. and Pratt had 
dedicated to the public all rights not protected 
by patents, or by applications for patents, and 
after Bullard Bros. Co 
manufacturers, had 
derive from Pratt or Bullard Bros. Co. any ex-

The first copyist, by the claim that other copies 
may be mistaken for his copy, cannot abridge 
the rights of other copyists to follow the original 
design. 

If we extend the established doctrine of trade 
dress, and say that the article itself may, in some 
cases, become a sign of authorship and origin, 
it could only lead to confusion if we should go 
further and follow this by saying that the best- 
known manufacturer of whose product 
may be even better known than the product of 
the original manufacturer, may enjoin others from 


copies, 


copying because the public may be misled into 
buying the product of a later copyist, as and for 
the product of an earlier copyist. 

However, the argument that the distinctive ap- 
pearance of the article itself may serve as a sign 
of origin does not seem applicable to the facts 
of this case. 

The plaintiff has failed to show that the goods 
of its manufacture have in fact a distinctive ap 
pearance, which in itself points to the plaintiff 
as manufacturer. On the contrary, it appears 
that in appearance they are indistinguishable from 
those of an earlier manufacturer. 

Whether a particular make of goods is exclu- 
sively associated in the mind of the public with 
a particular manufacturer is a matter of fact 
Whether this association constitutes a substantial

naturally might enure to the benefit of either. 
There is this disadvantage in conducting an ad- 
vertising campaign to promote the sale of an 
article which is not a proprietary article. Sut 
it is not inequitable for a defendant to profit by 
a general demand for old goods; it only is in- 
equitable to seek to profit by supplying a special 
demand for goods of plaintiff's manufacture with 
goods of the defendant’s manufacture, thus trad- 
ing on the plaintiff’s reputation and deceiving the 
public, 

The plaintiff asks that the defendant be en- 
joined from making links of such size and design 
as adapt them to be used in connection with 
plaintiff’s links to complete a_ bracelet. 

It is shown that plaintiff’s advertisements .to 
the public represent that the purchaser of a 
requisite number of links will have the right to 
have them joined together without additional 
charge by connecting links supplied by the plain- 


tiff to the jeweler, and it is urged that so tar as 
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defendant’s links are purchased in place of plain- 
tiffs, and so far as they are connected up by 
joining links supplied by plaintiff, the defendant 
is inequitably profiting by the plaintiff’s offer to 
the public. Were the plaintiff the originator of 
both the scheme and the article and had made 
promises to the public so that the article had 
become a token of contract right as well as a 
bracelet link, the case might present a different 
aspect and involve questions of the law of tokens 
somewhat similar to those that arose in trading 
Stamp cases, 

But there is no reason to believe that in fact 
the defendant is seeking to interfere with con- 
tracts between the plaintiff and the public in 
respect to this or to profit by this promise by 
throwing upon the plaintiff the expense of con 
necting the defendant’s links by use of plain- 
tiff's connecting links. The defendant alse sup- 
plies jewelers with such connecting links and 
apparently follows the same plan that was used 
before the plaintiff entered the business. This 
must be regarded as one of the theoretical as- 
pects of the case, rather than as a_ substantial 
matter. 

Upon the whole case I am of the opinion that 
the defendant is not seeking to take advantage 
of the plaintiff's trade reputation, or of its repu- 
tation as a manufacturer or to deceive the public 
by palming off its goods as the goods of the plain- 
tiff. It has openly asserted its right to copy and 
denied the plaintiff’s right to a patent or to a 
monopoly to a design. There has been some 
confusion of goods, but this results from the 
fact that both, with equal right, make the same 
article. 

The defendant’s conduct does not, in my opin- 
ion, amount to fraud, actual or constructive; and 
if the defendant’s competition interferes to some 
extent with the plaintiff’s business scheme, this 
is merely because there is competition, and not 
because there is unfair or unlawful competition. 

The bill will be dismissed.

Barone obtained the $500 by issuing a 
forged check and in return received from 
the American Express Co. $500 worth of 
money orders. |he express company is of- 
tering $100 reward for his arrest. 

His usual method of operating is to work 
himself into the good graces of a leading 
merchant, or some prominent person in a 
city or town, and after he thinks he is well 
established, he asks his acquaintance to en- 
dorse a check. Invariably his friend does, 
only to find out later that Barone is a 
swindler. 

This same scheme was worked in Passaic 
and on this occasion a well-known merchant 
endorsed the check which was made payable 
for $600. When the endorser found that 
Barone was a swindler and that the jewelry 
firm of Bush & Walsh suffered Dy accept- 
ing the check, which he had endorsed, he 
agreed to refund the amount which the 
jewelers lost. 

Jewelers are 
this man, who is described as 38 years 
age, five feet seven inches tall, 185 pounds 
in weight. He has a dark, swarthy com- 
plexion, dark hair and eyes, high forehead 
and flat, boneless nose.

ADDRESS OF CoL. J. 


Col. J. Warner Hutchins was the next 
speaker. He presented his topic, “My Ob- 
servation of the Jewelers Abroad.” This 
talk proved to be very interesting, and 
was listened to attentively by the jewelers. 

The speaker told of his visits to many 
European jewelry stores, and on each trip 
abroad, he stated, he made it his business 
to spend some time among the retail jewel- 
ers of various large European cities. Start- 
ing at Paris, Mr. Hutchins said he visited 
a number of establishments, and he noted 
that the patience shown by clerks and pro- 
prietors was marvelous. In this respect 
he believes the American is just a little 
more aggressive. The clerks abroad, how- 
ever, he maintained, are always energetic 
and the manner in which they sell their 
merchandise is perfect. Their persistence 
is almost unlimited, and they consider it a 
great favor to have anyone come into their 
store and look at the goods, said Mr. 
Hutchins. 

The average American, it seems, he de-

clared, gets somewhat impatient when he 
thinks the customer does not want to pur- 
chase anything, and in this way loses many 
sales. The speaker told of the methods 
used abroad in displaying the goods, and 
the politeness which is continually shown 
by the clerks. The employees receive very 
small pay, but the thing uppermost in their 
mind is to serve their employer. “After you 
spend an hour or so in the store and are 
departing,” Mr. Hutchins said, “the pro- 
prietor himself escorts you to the door, and 
whether you have purchased or not you 
are always requested to come back.” 
In Berlin he went to a store tour days 
in succession just for the purpose of try- 
much heralded patience of the 
foreign clerks. On _ every 
looked at watches and jewelry tor over 
an hour, without making a purchase, and 
When he returned Mr. Hutchins

then left 





IRA D. GARMAN 


said the clerks were always courteous, and 
on the fourth day after he had looked over 
a large assortment of articles, and was 
about to leave, the proprietor stepped up 
and made a few complimentary remarks, 
and the speaker asserted he felt so ashamed 
that he finally bought a watch. 

At this point the speaker told of his busi- 
ness experience, and how he got his start 
in the jewelry trade. He also told of the 
hardships the clerks of the old days had 
to contend with, and how they were under- 
paid. In closing the speaker impressed on 
the jewelers that a smile is an asset in 
business, while a grouch is a liability. He 
pointed out that a jeweler and his clerks 
should be especially polite, and should al- 
ways tell the truth in business, and, above 
all things, be honest. The difference, he 
said. between the foreign and American 
merchants is that the latter are in too great 
a hurry to be wealthy. “We want people 
to rush in and buy goods and get out,” he 
said in closing his address. 

After the jewelers expressed their thanks 
for the talk given by Mr. Hutchins, August 
Loch made a plea for the support of the 
Roberts Memorial Fund. A fund of $50,000 
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1S being collected, said Mr. Loch, and al- 
ready $4,000 has been received. This, he 
said, is now in a banking institution, and 
is drawing interest at six per cent. 

When Mr. Loch had finished, President 
Ferguson introduced Ira D. Garman, one 
of the ex-presidents of the Pennsylvania 
association. Mr. Garman’s topic was “Or- 
ganization,’ and was as follows:

Digging Up Selling Points. 
RETAILER must be able to “dig up” 
selling points for his business. He must 
think hard so as to find what particular fea- 
ture of his business he can emphasize in his 
newspaper advertising. Mere generic talk 
will not bring you much. Lengthy intro- 
ductions without some point or unless writ- 
ten in fine English, embodying big 
thought, will not help. your newspaper ad- 
vertising. The man who hits the nail on the 
head in his advertising gets the business. 
A mere jumble of words in advertising 
might be likened unto noise. 
A writer in a scientific magazine some time 
ago well stated that a noisy factory is an 
ineficient factory, while the absence of 
noise is an indication of efficiency. When 
you find noisy gearing, bumping, squeaking 
conditions—this indicates that energy is be- 
ing wasted. Noise distracts and breeds men- 
tal confusion. 
We are all

You are probably now selling a great 
many pieces of what are known as Pari- 
sian ivory. The department stores engrave 
these pieces, but they generally use either 
wax colors or what is known as a “tint.” 

This is very cheap looking compared 
with what you can do with gold or silver 
on these Parisian ivory articles, and it will 
not cost you much money, either. 

Just think—you can engrave over two 
dozen monograms with a single grain of 
pure gold! The method of mixing the gold 
has already been described in detail in THE 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, issue of Aug. 4, 1915. 
The gold is mixed either with acetone C. P. 
or amylacetate and is applied with a brush, 
[t will be found that the 
acetone dries more quickly than amylace- 
tate and 1s, for this reason, preferable. 

The gold looks best when a broad, yet 
shallow, cut is used in cutting the outline. 
A shallow cut gives the gold a bright color, 
whereas a deep cut will deaden it. When

Emphasizing Quality in Diamond Advertising. 


In advertising diamonds it is desirable 


to get a reputation for handling first-class 
stones only; thus purchasers will be as- 
sured that they cannot make a mistake in 
buying trom you. The man who sells all 
kinds of stones (and such is often neces- 
sary to meet the different demands), does 


not have the same advantage in building up 
a lasting worth-while prestige, as the man 
who can claim that he handles only flawless 
stones, 

jewelers have built 
up an excellent trade by advertising that 
they carry only stones of the “first water.” 
In their newspaper advertising they fre- 
quently state that the only thing that deter- 
mines the prices ot their diamonds is size.

“The value of the stone,’ says one jeweler. 
“depends upon its quality, and a small dia- 
mond ot unquestioned worth is to be pre- 
ferred to a larger stone of inferior quality.” 

[Investigation has shown that retail jewel- 
ers get as low as 10 per cent. profit on dia- 
monds and as high as 50 per cent. and some 
times more. Many department stores get as 
much as 50 per cent. The profit varies so 
considerably that it is difficult to strike an 
although 25 per cent. might be 
given as fair.

Sizing Up a Customer. 
One of the things most likely to turn 
prospectwe customer from an 
establishment without making the purchase 
intended is the habit some salespeople have 
of addressing that person, with some such 
remark as “Would you like to see some- 
thing at about?” naming very frequently 
a price considerably lower than that the 
customer would be willing to pay. This 
“sizing up’ of customers, rating them far 
below the standard they have set for them- 
selves has the effect of putting the offend- 
ing salesperson in the bad graces of the in- 
tended purchaser.

HERE

You have probably been in stores your- 
self where there was not a price tag to be 
The merchandise was there, and the 
customer was supposed either to know in 
advance what the prices were, or to find 
out by asking somebody.

In other stores, the exact reverse is the 
case. On every hand are tags, stating clearly 
the prices of 
attached. 

Let me just give you briefly my idea on 
this thing. What a dealer displays mer- 
chandise for is to sell it, of course. An ar- 
ticle that is on display tells a certain part 
of its story without the price—the appear- 
ance of the package, etc—but the possible 
buyer’s curiosity is by no means satisfied 
until the price is known. In other words, 
the price is a vital part of the sales argu- 
ment, or the sales attraction value. There- 
fore, why not, in all cases except on staples 
where the cost is known by everyone, add 
this argument to the other points of selling 
value in any display? 

It doesn’t pay to have your customers say 


the goods to which they are 


to themselves: “That looks attractive; | 
wonder what it costs?” 

Remember that you don’t have to pay 
anything for the time of price tags. They 


will save you time, and sell goods.—IJnland

This 
of course makes the reduction in price and 
profit less and in certain instances would 
eliminate the latter. 
41. “Bakers Dozen’ 

This is nothing more or less than a sale 
for a special day or week during which the 
store thirteen to the dozen. If a 
careful examination of the stock discovers 
any items which you absolutely cannot 
include in this offer, make exceptions of 
them, stating the fact in the advertising. 
The best values under the plan should be 
shown in the windows and featured in 
every way possible. At the same time a 
“17 ounces to the pound” offer might be 
put in force. The two work together, and 
while they do not attract attention perhaps 
because of a tremendous price concession, 
they do attract attention by reason of their 
novelty, and they represent an actual sav- 
ing that careful shoppers will notice.

DHE correct motion of a watch is 

very important for accurate time- 
keeping, and the repairer, as a rule, does 
not devote enough attention to this sub- 
ject, as it is a large factor in showing 
the condition of the time-ptrete.y~ The 
expert knows that if a watch will not 


take a correct motion and hold the same 
in at least three positions, which are, dial 
up, dial down and pendant up, if it will

has detects which will cause a poor rate, 
and in time possibly stop the watch. 

A motion can be too strong as well as 
too weak. The correct amount of mo- 
tion for a high-grade movement, wound 
full, should be one and one-half turns of 
the balance when running dial up or 
down, that is, three-fourths of the turn 
of the balance each way, see Fig 3. 
When running pendant up the balance 
should take one and one-fourth turns, 
that is, five-eighths of a turn each way, 
see Fig. 4. It not advisable to have 
the balance go much over one and one- 
fourth turn pendant up; otherwise, there 
is danger of the variation of rate. When 
running dial up or dial down, excessive 
motion should be guarded against, for, 
if the motion is strong enough to bring 
the jewel-pin round and against the back 
side of fork, the time-keeping qttalities 
of a watch are lost.

However, they should not 
fall below one complete turn after run- 
ning twenty-four hours. The motion 
usually one-fourth of a turn less after 
the watch has run twenty-four hours. 

To know the amount of motion the 
watch is taking requires some experience 
in this line. However, it can be acquired 
with a little practice. We note the 
amount of motion present by the posi- 
tion of the balance arms as they draw to 
and from each other, also noting when 
and where crossed. With a roller driven 
on to the staff, and a jewel-pin at right 
angles to the balance-arms, the arms will 
cross when at right angles to the fork, 
which is making one complete turn; one 
half of the turn each way, see Fig. 2. 
If the motion is one and one-half turns, 
the arms of the balance will show over 
the pallet arbor, see Fig. 3. 

Locating the faults that make a faulty 
motion requires a thorough knowledge 
of the escapement and a general knowl- 
edge of the watch. If the motion 
faulty, there must be a reason. An ex- 
pert possibly will locate the fault in from 
two to ten minutes that might take pos- 
sibly the average repairer from two to 
ten hours. For, to quickly locate the 
fault requires that the repairer should 
know what a fault is, and what an effect 
such a fault has on the motion. With 
this knowledge, the expert examines a 
watch for such faults as he knows will 
affect a motion. Some commence in- 
spection at the escapement and work 
towards the barrel. Others start at the 
barrel and work towards the escapement. 
[t matters little which method is used, 
provided the fault is located and cor- 
rected. Repairers at times are handi- 
capped in locating faults, for often the 
trouble is in the escapement, which the 
average repairer knows little of; conse- 
quently, the motion is not corrected. 

Lack of motion is caused by lack of 
freedom of some part, provided the 
mainspring is of the right strength. Ex- 
cessive motion is caused usually by too 
strong a mainspring.

It is not always safe to be gov- 
erned by the old spring, as some repair- 
ers seem to think that any old spring 
can be used, often placing in the barrel 
a spring that is too strong or too weak, 
making the watch take an excessive mo- 
tion or lack of motion.

In placing in a new spring, it should be 
seen that the brace or T piece does not 
come above the cap or barrel. In placing 
in a new spring, a mainspring winder 
should be used; otherwise, there is grave 
danger of distorting the spring. The spring 
should be freely oiled and to be able to coil 
and uncoil freely in the barrel without hin- 
drance. After placing on the cap, test the 
end-shake of the barrel arbor. There 
should be a slight end-shake to the arbor 
for freedom of the barrel. If there be no 
end-shake to the arbor, it should be given. 
This point is often overlooked by the re- 
pairer. To obtain end-shake, place the bar- 
rel on a hardwood block having a hole 
somewhat larger than the arbor, cap side 
up; now strike the arbor slightly with a 
brass hammer. A slight tap only will be 
found necessary to free the arbor and give 
the proper end-shake. Springs that have

The most common faults found in a train 
are dirt and thick oil, bent and rough pivots 
and pivots not free.

in this article. No doubt the greatest fault 
in the escapement that retards motion is an 
imperfect jewel-pin and roller action. Often 
jewel-pins are found not of the right size 
for the fork-slot, set too far back or too far 
forward, and frequently the jewel-pin 1s 
found loose or covered with shellac. The 
most common fault in the roller action 1s 
the freedom of the roller possibly 
only on one side. This is due greatly to 
the roller being out of round, possibly the 
fault of a bent pivot. ‘Then, again, the edge 
of the roller is not found smooth. Often 
halance pivots have to be polished before

The hairspring at times also gives trou- 
ble by striking or possibly touching the 
balance arm.

The balance jewels should 
be free of chips or dirt, and the balance 
pivots highly finished, free of hairs or burrs. 
Oil the balance pivot holes slightly ; flooding 
is bad.

Faults on the dialing are: Possibly the 
hands striking the dial, the second hand 
rubbing on it, the fourth pivot or center 
staff rubbing against the dial: then, again, 
the second hand may be too long, and so 
striking on the edge of the sink.

This seems impossible just 
now. What we need is relief, help at once. 
[ believe what we want is more backbone, 
more courage to seek out, to ask for in- 
creased profits on our sales. 

“Plainly again I state, I believe in good 
times or in bad times, we do not get back 
enough net profit to ourselves on the mer- 
chandise we sell. This is the basis of all 
our troubles. Many of us are unmindful 
of what profit we are really making on our 
sales, or how much money we are losing 
day by day on our sales by failure to know 
the actual cost of doing our business. Cer- 
tain lines of all our business are done at 
a loss, at the expense of our profit. Why 
should all sane, intelligent men, men of 
years of experience, do this? Experience 
in the past has taught us today’s methods 
of getting together and working together 
for our mutual advantage and profit as a 
whole is better, more profitable, than work- 
ing against each other’s interests. Let us 
try to see in the little things, in all things, 
if we cannot work up a little more courage 
and ask for better profits. More money in 
the drawer for our day’s work is encour- 
agement. It means actual help for all of 
us. I want you to get this point forced 
into your mind—you must have profits. 
Some say the best way is to increase the 
amount of your business, and try to do it 
at the same cost of expense. That sounds 
well, but it is hard to do in these days of 
decreasing volume of business and increased 
expenses. 

“T think increased effort should be put in 
along the line of salesmanship. I think the 
best salesmanship is to sell your customer 
what he wants, providing you know the 
article will give satisfaction. To shift him 
to something he does not want, simply be- 
cause you want to sell a certain article, is 
not good salesmanship. I have been in 
the jewelry business practically all my life. 
I have always been able to make a good 
living and support my family, but when I 
come to sit down and think it all over, lI 
find that other folks have their troubles 
as well as we have. New conditions will 
always come up. Every man, in whatever 
business he is engaged, must adapt him- 
self to them: he cannot insist on following 
old conditions. 

‘We all must try our best to make good 
under the conditions in which we are 
placed. If we stick close to our business, 
keep down expenses, keep up a brave heart, 
smile and hope for the good things that 
are coming tomorrow, have a loving heart 
for the welfare of our fellowmen, and | 
am sure you and | will have a fair chance 
to come out all right.”
